sure the success of Communism around the 
world. 

“That is the message of Richard Nixon’s 
Jove affair with the enemy who provided the 
guns and bullets to shatter the flesh and 
bones of America’s young in South Vietnam 
and Korea. 

` Yes, those young men, the nation’s finest 
men, gave up their lives before they had a 
chance to begin to live because our elected 
leaders told them they were gaing to save 
the South Vietnamese from Communist op- 
pression. 

Now, after more than 50,000 of these gal- 
lant heroes have died, their President, in the 
gravest betrayal in all American history — 
if not, in fact, the greatest betrayal in the 
history of the world — is sitting-down to 
dine with the very enemy who laid them in 
their premature graves.

Instead, we must listen for the ghost- 
ly voices of those who have died — because 
only they know the ultimate sacrifice, the ul- 
tirnate outrage, the bite of the bullet into 
flesh, the searing, tearing, life stifling final- 
ity of it. 

“ Jf the living will not stand up and protest, 
perhaps only the dead can have the courage, 
the outrage to cry aloud to all the world: 
“We have been betrayed, we have died for 
nothing — and our fellow countrymen care 
nothing that their elected leaders have sent 
us blindly and loyally to a death we did not 
deserve.” : : 
What about it America? Are you prepared 
to face the consequences of your own ulti- 
iate immorality, the slaughter of your own 
children by your “respected” national lead- 
ers in purposefully no-win wars in order to 
advance the cause of slavery around the 
world — the political chess game, with your 
sons as the real live pawns?

No nation can survive YOU, fellow Ameri- 
can, because you are betraying the last best 
hope of earth by your apathy, your concern 
with affluence, your search for fleshly pleas- 
ures, your greed and your selfishness. 

No nation can survive a people who vote 
into office those who murder their sons in 
purposefully no-win wars.
